HOLLOW WALL DEADENS SOUND MORE THAN 
SAWDUST 

Soundproofing involves careful study and practice, and 
scientists are just beginning to discover the proper way to 
protect interiors against noise. Among other interesting facts 
they have learned is that, under ordinary conditions, various 
materials that are supposed to deaden sound actually transmit 
it, so great care has to be exercised in constructing walls or 
other areas to make them soundproof. For example, hollow 
walls, in many instances, are better insulators against sound 
than those with an inner space filled with sawdust or other 
porous material. The filling, oftentimes, instead of keeping 
the sound out, helps carry it through. Walls can be made 
soundproof without tearing them down, by covering them with 
soundproofing materials which may be used as a base for plas- 
ter or may need special strips for the lathing and plastering, 
depending upon the kind of material used. If the room is to 
be insulated against sounds from within, a special soundproof 
plaster, that deadens echoes, literally swallowing the sound 
before it can bounce back again to another wall, has been pre- 
pared. It is being used with success in broadcasting studios 
and other interiors. 

DURABILITY OF WHITE PAINT 
Some tests of white paints for outdoor use undertaken at 
the bureau of standards show interesting results. The paints 
under test are white lead, lead-zinc and lithopone. Thus far, 
results have been obtained on six weeks of accelerated expo- 
sure, taking a set of panels out of the test every week. The 
white-lead paints fail by chalking off and by fine checking, and 
the lead and zinc paints by cracking, resulting in flaking or crum- 
bling off of the paint coat ; the lithopone paints fail by heavy 
chalking and checking, and soon disappear from the wood. 
White lead shows up best, lead-zinc next and lithopone a poor 
third. Lithopone paints fail in about three weeks, under the 
accelerated tests, and lead-zinc in about five weeks. The white- 
lead paints, after six weeks* exposure, have not reached as bad a 
condition as the lithopone paints have done at the end of 3 weeks.

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DAILY CHANGES IN POPULATION SHOWN BY 
MACHINE 

Providing a constant and reliable estimate of the popula- 
tion of the United States, an interesting calculating machine is 
now in use at census headquarters. It is electrically operated, 
a tiny light flashing each thirteen seconds to indicate a birth, 
another every twenty-three seconds to show a death, and other 
flashes indicating the arrival of an immigrant or the departure 
of an emigrant. A counter at the top of the chart indicates an 
estimate of the total population of the nation at any time. The 
average gain is one every twenty-three seconds. 

PAINTS STICK BEST TO WOOD GROWN IN SPRING 

Scientific experiments have shown that the part of wood 
grown in the spring retains paint better than the summer wood. 
The summer growth is dense, horny and darker-colored than 
the spring. Lightweight wood of even texture has thin bands 
of summer wood and holds paint well, but most heavy woods 
are uneven with wide bands of summer wood and hence shed 
the paint. Edge-grain boards expose summer wood in nar- 
rower bands and hence hold coatings better than flat-grain cuts 
from the same log. Aluminum paint as a primer under cus- 
tomary house paints on summer woods has been found to 
lengthen the life of the coating. 

SAFE "LISTENS" FOR BURGLARS 

Mechanical ears are provided for a type of safe which 
"listens" for burglars and, on hearing them, sets off an alarm. 
Any noise, such as drilling, made in an attempt to open the 
safe when the alarm is on, sets up vibrations in the "ears" 
which cause the ringing of an alarm bell and the switching on 
of lights. 

METHOD OF COLORING CEMENT 

To mix any coloring matter in cement, add a small quantity 
of water, then some sand and all the color. Mix well and then 
throw in the rest of the batch of sand and cement, which must 
all be mixed thoroughly. This method will prevent many trou- 
bles in coloring, and there will be no spots. Colors should be 
mixed in the following quantities per bag of cement : tile red, 
7 to 11 lb., Mexican red, 6 to 10 lb., Japanese black, 4 to 6 lb., 
Persian yellow, 10 to 14 lb., and Alaska brown, 10 to 14 lb. 
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THE DRAFTING ROOM 



Making Blueprints from 
Heavy Paper 

Often it is desired to make 
a blueprint from a drawing 
made on heavy paper or Bris- 
tol board, without tracing. The 
main reason for wanting such 
a print is usually that a copy 
is desired for filing, to provide 
a temporary reference, or as a 
duplicate if the original is lost, 
in which case a reversal is no 
serious objection. The blue- 
print is made in this manner: 
Place the drawing in the frame 
with the ink in perfect contact 
with the sensitized surface of 
the printing paper, to preclude 
the possibility of blurring due 
to dispersion of the light in 
passing through the thick pa- 
per. To get a clear-cut repro- 
duction, it is merely necessary 
to increase the length of the 
exposure sufficiently to com- 
pensate for the reduction in 
the intensity of the light due 
to passing through the extra 
thickness. If the drawing bears 
considerable lettering and 
would be very inconvenient in 
a reversed form, it can be easi- 
ly read by holding it up to the 
light and viewing it from the 
back or by reading it as reflect- 
ed in a mirror. A rather inter- 
esting variation of this meth- 
od of printing that gives an 
unreversed copy, but of less 
sharpness, consists in placing 
the back of the sensitized pa- 



per in contact with the inked 
surface of the original and 
then exposing the back of the 
latter to the light. In this man- 
ner, the only dispersion that 
occurs is that occasioned by 
the passage of light through 
the body of the blueprint pa- 
per, and when this is of the 
thin mailing variety, very good 
results are obtained.

A Simple Rack for 
Draftsmen 

Quick reference to various 
drawings of a single job makes 
handy filing space necessary. 

A handy rack which takes up 
little room can be made out of 
a 2-in. plank, about 1 ft. square. 
Plane and sandpaper it, and 
drill sixteen 1-in. holes — four 
to a row — which should be 
enough for most purposes. 
Sandpaper the inside of the 
holes, varnish or stain the 
block as desired, and mark 
numbers neatly against the 
holes. The rolled drawings can 
then be placed in the holes, so 
that they will take up little 
room, and will be easy to pick 
out. Drawings usually have 
numbers assigned to them for 
classification on the drafting- 
room records, but for this pur- 
pose it will cause no confusion 
if temporary numbers are given 
to the different sheets, corre- 
sponding to the holes.

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FOR YOUR GUIDANCE 
WINDOW SCREEN SPECIFICATIONS 

Window screens shall be of tubular construction, as manu- 
factured by JOHNSON Metal Products, or equal, with one half 
inch by one inch frames, substantially and rigidly made so as 
not to bend or buckle in use, having strengthening center brace 
running the entire length of the frame. 

They shall be filled with sixteen mesh rustless copper bronze 
wire cloth, stretched taut and securely fastened, presenting a 
smooth appearance free from unsightly waves and bulges be- 
ing held in place by interlocking mouldings so as to be easily 
rewired without the use of special tools. 

Guides for either steel frame screens or bronze frame screens, 
shall be of bronze, hardware also of bronze. 

Screen frames will have numbers stamped on them and dupli- 
cate bronze numbering tacks to be attached to openings in 
which they are to go. 

EXPLANATORY NOTE 

Frames to be of 

(Architect to specify here whether screen frames are to be of copper 
bearing steel finished in baked on enamel — or architectural bronze, 
finished natural or otherwise.) 

Screens to be furnished with hardware built into frame as 
an integral part of the screen without any lateral projections 
on the face of the frames. 

Architect to specify method of equipment on various types 
of windows, according to following data — 

Double hung windows can have single sliding screens for 
lower sash opening, either inside or out. or, double sliding 
twin screens full size of opening, either inside or out, or, top 
hung screens full size outside. Equipment to be selected ac- 
cording to desired use. 

Casement windows can have full size pivot hinged or sta- 
tionary screens, or, double twin sliding screens — horizontal or 
vertical — according to opening of the sash.
